THE MEETING A SUCCESS,

For the first time In the histary of the American
Assoclation for the Advancement of Sclence, which
was founded In 1850, lts annual meeting will be
heid this year In Brookiyn. The Assoclation has
pot met in this vicinity since 1547, when the meeting
was In New-York. A large attendance, not only of
the membera, but of others Interested in mclentific
progress, is expected at the procesdings, which open
on Wednesday and inst & werk. The arrangements
for the reception and entertalnment of the members
of the body have been made by a large committee
of Brooklyn ecitizens, headed by Mayor Schieren,
The Executlve Committee in charge of the detalls

MAYOR SCHIEREN APPOINTS A SPECIAL
COMMITTEE.

PRESENT BYSTEM TO RE
oF

DEFECTS IN THE

REMEDIED — PECULTAR  QUALIFICATIONS
THE MEN SELECTED FOR THIS DUTY-THE
POARD OF EDUCATION WILL CO-OPERATE.

8everal weeks ago Mayvor Schieren announced his
intention of appointing . a specinl commission to con-
Elder the welfare of the public schools of Brookiyn,
to compire the system of education in the city with
the eystema in use elsewhers, and In general to
guggest Improvementa tending to Increase the ef-
ficleniey of the schon.s. The ldea was probably sug-
gested by the commission which did a similar wark
for the New-York schools last year, making an
eaborate report to the Legislature, which, however,
falled to take any action regarding it, Later It was
announced that Mr, Schieren had selected the mem-

bers of the commission, or eommittes, but was
walting untll assured of thelr aceeptancs hefore
announcing the names. [ s understood that at

least one of those invited to serve in this capacity
declined to do so. Finally the names of the com-
mittes were glven out on Thursday.

Hy common congent the committes {8 an excelient
one. Dr. Backus, Dr. Cochran and Dr, Levermore
are In charge of the three leading private educa-
tional Institutions of the city: Mr. Swansirom is
the President of the Roard of Elducation; Mr. Hark-
ness has had many years' experlence in the Hoard,
and Messrs, Greevey and Keiley have likewlse served
as members of the Boarl, All of these men have
had large acqualntance with educatlonal
and all of them have the weifare of the pubiie
schools at heart.
that Mayor Schieren has bwen remarkably fortunnute
in securing the eervices In places of responsibiiity
of men of business tralning who could not afford
for the saliries pall them to devote thelr attention
to publie dutics. He has enjoyed the same Juck
in the selectlon of this committer, It I8 no small
matter to induee busy men like the principals of the
Packer, the Polytechnie and the Adelphl to glve the
time and attention necessary 1o make a tharough
examination of the publle school system and 1o
compare Brookiva In this respect with other cities,
To do this thoroughly wil consume conslierabie
time and call for the outlay of a good deal of labor,
That It wil! be done tharoughly. the names of the
members of the committes constitute a sufficient
guarantere,

A member of the Board of Edueatlon who was
sesn shortiy after the publle announcement of the
committes safd: Tt iz an exeelent commitice, and
good cannot but result from its jabors. 1 am sure
that 1t will receive from the Hoard of Elueation ail
the assistance we can render. 1 & fes. certain
that the committes wiil not goa about its work in a
prefudiced attitude, or with a desire to find fault
indiseriminate.y. The fact that four of its members
have been connected with the Hoard of Rdlueation
and that one of the four is now Ita president s a
sufficient assurance of this,
charneter of Messrs, Hackus, Cochiran and Levers
more assures us that they will o their part of the
work with the utmost thoroughness, and with o
desirs to conserve what !s good in the existing
system, and to sift out what !s bad and ohjection-
able. 1 rejolce exceedingly that Mr. Harkness s a
member of thie committes. The peopie of Hrooklvn
do not appreciates how much they owe to him in
muking the schools of the clty what they are. Heo
was a member of the Hoard for fifteen years, and
during that period he devoted two thinds of his
time—1 think 1t 1s safe 1o say two-thirds—to the
schoo's, eaving only one-third for his private husi-
ness, which, nevertheless, he conducted successfully
He 18 a remarkable man, and | was much surprised
at his golng out of the Board of Fduecation to take
an office ke the presidency of the Board of As-
sessors, which Is an ugly place,

“During all the time he was |n the Hoard ke gave
special attention to the eonstruction of achool bulid-
ings, and it i& due to him more than to any one else
that the school bulldings of Hrooklyn are what they
are. Now in the matter of bulldings and school
accommodations 1t 18 easy enough to find fault with
the Board of FEducation, but the fact Is that during
the last year of Mayor Hoody's administration no
maney was provided for new schoois, and the conse
quence 18 that we are far behind the demands and
needs of the oity. We ought really to have at once
five new bulidings to accommodate 120 children

aplece, But If the Board of Estimate does not fur-
nish the money the Board of Education can do
nothing.

“Naw 1 should llke to say that whatever defocts
exist In the schoois of Brooklyn are due less 10 the
rystem than to the adminlstration of the system.
No matter how good your pystem I8, If {t I« in
charge of imworthy ar Incompwtent parsons you
cannot r.t good results.  And with gomd men and
women in the Hoard of Educatlon it s «f@lly pos-
sible to have good schools, even If the system 8 not
an ideal one. Everybody knows thit the system In
Hrookiyn 18 not up 1o the times; It was estibiishi-]
nearly half a century amo, and there Is ground for
the charge that the Roard of Education 18 oo inrgs.
Hut no radical Improvement s 1o be made by
stmpiy decreasing the size of the Hourd or by o
few changes of that sort.  What g needed o @
guarantee that good men will aiways be appolnted
on the Board, How can that be provided? 1 eon-
fess that | know of no hetter way than to Intrust
the appolntments to the Mayor, but if the peopie
elert A I):d Mayor, what then?

Any schooi system to he successful must have good
teachers, That s a foundation fact, and 1 hope the
committee wil be abie to help us In this matter

“Hut even If 1t devises an ldeal system of conduct-
Ing the schools there I8 no assurance that 1t will he
adopted, That will depend on the Legislaturs, and
in New-York the labors of a slmiiar committes
came to naught thix year on this account. In that
case I fancy that the changes recommended wers
ton swesping and radical. The committes secmed
to think that a reorganization from top to bottom
was needed, Perhaps It was, but I It had heen
content to Ao away with some of the defects |t1s
work might have elved leglwative and executive
approval. 1 hope that Muyor Schleren's commities
wi.l not on.y open the way for Improving the school
administration, but will do fts work in such a way
thit there will be some practical and speedy result
from (t. Of ecourse there will be conslderable op-
wsltlon from people who don't want to see Mr,
Schieren's administration aceomplish anything. The
committes will not bave nd ensy task if 1t does it
work thoroughly, T am sure it will not go about |
in a fault-inding splrit, but wll endeavor to con-
serve all that 15 good and lop off only those things
that are frremediably bad. At the same time, If (t
fa wise, it will bear In mind the necessity of Intr-
ducing reforms in such a way thal some practieal
results may be reachel when the malier goes before
the Legisature.’

in lts answer set up no knowledge of the accldent.
An amended answer was afterward werved, In which
It was set up that the sult shouid have been
hnuﬁ.t against the Pullman Palace Car Company,
Negotiations for settling the case were then opened.
